tion. This being the policy, the composite 
jmrty selected th>.<ir candidate, not from the 
clans of men who had signalized themselves by 
the advocacy of \Vhig views and aiuuBures, for 
it diil not believe tlie opponitiou could be rallied 
on that bttsis. It ti nply sought power, its man- 
agers calculating titat, were this once secured, 
they could contrive to use it for the promotion 
of whatever V'LOWB they deemed important. Ac 
cordingly, thecsnciditte selected, was without 
antecedent! in politics; not identified with 
any of the controvorsit-s of principle that had 
divided parties; agninst whom nothing coold be 
said politically, because he had done nothing 
politically ; for whutn much might be said per- 
sonally, because once, at a period so far distant 
as to mnhe keen criticism impossible, ho had 
won a respectable military reputation. The

men at viaionariet, or wone, opened their eyes 
to the rfal e»i] of the country, and acknowl- 
edged that it WM necessary to deal with it— 
General Oass, t.iking the ground that to the 
People of the Territories belongs the right to

Its Philadelphia Convention eichewed 
all declarations of Principle and nominated a 
man,without political antecedents not implica- 
ted in any political controversy, but invested 
with the romantic interest of victories achiev- 
ed in the field against apparent impossibilities. 


Again, then, the two great Parties sto.id ar- 


rayed agairiRt each other—the real evil of the 
country not being the issue between them, but 
being submitted to and exempted from arraign- 
ment—the nominations of both being accepta- 
ble to the Stave Power, and advocated by its 
champions.

Such was the character of the struggle in 


1840, when a ?ma]l body of voters appeared on 
the stage, challenging the policy ol both Whigs 
and Democrats,boldly arraigning them fur over 
looking the real. Evil of American Politics— 
SLAVERY DOMINATION—and assuming that,BO 
long as this Evil wai recognized, acquiesced in, 
and perpetuated by their action, it mattered 
little, so far as the permanent interests of the 
country were concorned, which of them tri- 
umphed. This body of voters, styled the Lib^ 
erty Party, selected a candidate, representing 
the polity uf antagonism, open and direct, to the 
SfaDe.fuieer.and witb/a h'rinnesg]and clear-right 
educes almost unequalled in political warfare, 
resisted all attempts to draw them into the ranks 
of the Opposition,and voted for their own nom- 
ination. A few thousands agiiinst many hun> 
dreds of thousand*, they were, of course, stig-, 
matized as visionary -and fanatical; but what 
did the country gain from the triumph of an 
Opposition without Principle ? A President, 
who died in a few <iays—and an acting Presi- 
dent who utterly ballled the cherished policy 
of the Northern Whigs, but, belonging to the 
Slaveholdingcasto, initiated the scheme for tho 
aunezatioD of Texan Slavery, and appointed as 
Secretary of State the champion of the NulIU 
tiers, who, in hia nc^otioations on the subject, 
openly rested the policy of annexation on the 
necessities of the Slave Power. Thus was a 
moTen>ent,carried ou without Priuciple.headed 
by a man without antecedents, advocated mere 
ly on the ground that it was necessary to place 
power in new handx, converted to the uses of 
Slavery Propaganda ra. And thus was the wis- 
dom of the few thousands of voters, who bad 
resisted both parties, vindicated.
